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REMARKS/ARCUMENTS 

Ruuonsideration and withdrawal oi'lhc rejections or the application are 

respectfully rccjucslcd in view of the remarks herewith. The present ajincndment h being made to 

facilitate proscciilian of the application. 

L STATUS OF THE CLAilVIS AND FORMAL MATTERS 

Clainis 1 , 6 and 11-16 arc pending. Claims I and 6, which are independent, are 

hereby amended. Claims 11-16 arc hereby added. Support for tJiis amendment is provided 

throughout the Spccilleation. Claim.s 2-S and 7-10 arc hereby cancelled without prejudice or 

disclaimer of subject matter. 

I'he Abstract is liereby amended. 

No new matter has been introduced by this amendment. It is submitted that these 
claims, as originally presented, were in full compliance with the rcquirementj> of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 
Changes to claims are not made for the purpose of patentability within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. 
§ 1 01 , §1 02, § 1 03, or § 1 12. Rather, these changes arc made simply for clarification and to round 
out the scope oS' protection to which Applicants arc cjititlcd. 

n. REJECTIONS UNDER 35 IJ.SX. §112 AND SI 03(a) 

Claims I and 2 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as 
allegedly indefinite. 

Claim.s 1 and 6 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a), as allegedly unpatentable 
over EU 0 410 419 to Sekine (hereinafter, merely **Sekinc**) in view of U.S. Patent No, 7,245,3I<; 
to Knomoto (hereinafter, merely "Enomoto"). 
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Claimi> 2, 3, 7 and 8 were rejected under 35 U,S,C, § 103(a), as allegedly 



unpatentable over Sekine in view of Cnomolo ixnd fmlher iii view of U.S, Patent No. 5,274,457 
to Kobayashi cl al. (hereinafter, merely 'iCobayashi''), Claims 4 and 9 and 5 and 10 were 
rejected under 35 U.S,C. §1 03(a), as allegedly unpatentable over a eombination of Sekine, 
Cnomoto, Kobaya^shi and fiirtlier in view of U,S. PatcjU No. 6,380,974 to Hieda el al 
(hereinafter, merely *Miicda"). 

111. RESPONSE TO REJECTIONS 



Claim I is amended, thereby obviating rcjeetions under 35 U.S.C. §112, second 



Claim 1 rccitcSy infer alia:

As understood by Applicants, Sckinc relates 10 a photogi'aphing upparaius thai 
defects a shake and dcllccting means for deflecting the oplieal image based on the detected 
shake. 

As understood by ApphcantsS, Enonioio relates to a digital image shooting device 
with a lens chu^ractcristic correction unit. 

Applicants respcctllilly submit thai Sekinc and Enomoto, taken either alone or in 
combination, tail to disclose or suggest the above identified features of claim I . 

Spccillcally. the references used as a basis of rejection fail to teach or suggest that 
the image pick-iip ap painittis has « first mode of correcting chromatic aberration when 
tHkiii^ a picture and a second mode of corrcctinji chromatic ^iberraition based on 
reproducc dl ittforniation on the driving state of the camera lens and reproduced amount of 
camera sh ake eorrcction , as recited in claim 1 . Therefore. Applicants submit that claim 1 is 
patentable. 

For reasons similar to, or somewhat similar to, those described above with regai'd 
to independent claim I, independent claim 6 is also patentable. 

IV. DEPENDENT CLAIIMS 

The other claims arc dependent from one of the independent claims, discussed 
above, and arc thcrelbrc believed patentable for at least the same reasons. Since each dependent 
claim is also deemed to dolinc an additional aspect of the invention, however, the individual 
reconsideration of the patentability of each on its own merits is respectfully requested.
